Ages: and (o we know right well what we do; and therefore he 
hath learned us, that we muſt nor fear you, (O Men) that muſt + 
die, whoſe breath is in your noſtrils, and if we ſhould fear men 
we ſhould ſoon forger the Lord our maker; nor we muſt not fea? 
your cloſe & ſtraighc Priſons,nor your Baniſhments,norDeacths,nor 
. the lingring ſufferings which you door my infl:& upon us,nor the 
haſtening of the Execution of your new invented Law againſt us, 
which you are haſtening che execution of to the {uine of usand 
our tamilies, which have much been oppreſſed already for ſeveral 
years together, and will beaccompred for in the day of our God, 
and our ſufferings do cry already, and will cry moreloud, ang will 
be very piercing, Oh that you « ould conlider ! can you bear and 
indure the heavy and doleful , and plercing ciy (that will pierce 
the heavens againſt you) of chem that will be letr fatheileſs and 
widdows, which w li be (o when their dear Husbands and Fathers 
(hall be raken fromchem , and alſo their near and dear relations 
ſeparated the one fiom the other by your cruelty, and to be expo- 
ſed to all manner of ſufferings and fervitude and bonuages, being 
to be (old as ſlaves out of their native Countrey , and to become 
Caprtives in firange Lands, andthis for no other cauſe , but for 
meeting in peace to worſhip the Lord God, Oa! will not the 
ſound of this go over allNations,and the folly thereof be made ma- 
nifeſt, that an innocent harmlels people, which are a ſupport co 
the Nation , and have as cruea right in it, being freely born in the 
ſame, and have norin the leaſt forfeited cheir birth-right by any 
evil whatſoever; that ſuch a people ihoul1 be fold and bariſhed, 
who are induſtrious and faichful in all che:r lealings that moſt men 
deſireto deal with them, becauſe of theiy fiithſul dealings, and 
keeping their word and promiſes, Oye Rilers in England, areye 
ſo void of gravity and policy as to banith cae very ſupport and 
well-being of your Nation, which conlifis of Manufaftures and 
Tradeſmen, and alſo ro baniſh ſuch as G24 1s well pleaſed with, 
and for whoſe ſake the viols of his wrath «:e yet ſtopped, that they 
are not poured forth upon this Nation, which will undoubtedly be 
poured upon you when God ſufferech you to pull it down upun 
your ſelves, by your forcing his juſt Lots from among you, Oh / de 


you think that God hath forſaken the earth ? Nay, he hath not, 


nor will no: forſake his people that call and cry upon him for help,

this maccer, whecher God will deliver us our of theſe your cruel in- 
tentions yea or nay : Bac this God doth ingage our kearts co ttand 
inthetruth, that we certainly know tobe the truth, which he hach 
made manifeſt unto us; for which truths ſake we ſuffzc by you, and 
for no evil doing: And we would have you to know, that the 
weight of all our ſufferings will lie apon them that are the cauſers of 
it, and that will be a wei2zhtchat ye will not know how to bear ; 
but bear it zo1 muſt chachavea hand in ic; and the cry of our dt- 
fRireſſed Wives and Children , and near and dear relations wil in- 
tercede utito cur God againſt you ; belides the cryes cf many ta- 
families which have a dependance upon us in point of Trade, thar 
will feel the want of ſuch as may be baniſhed , on whom their de 
pendance hatu been to maintain chemſelves, Wives, and Children, 
and their want will cry againſt yor, and b-{1des all cnis, though now 
it may be not believed by you, you may feel che weight of thar word 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which (aich, He that offends one of thoſe bis !ictt; 
ones that bel'eve in his name , it were better for himthat a mill-ſione were 
hanged about bis mck, and he thrown into the midſt of the ſea; though 
now you may caſt theſe words and many more of the fame winde 
and nature behinde your backs, you wiil one day feel the weight 
of themexcept ye repent, On! my (cul can delire that repen- 
tance may not be h14 from your eyes3 and therefore my extiorta- 
tion to you isin God: feer, Repenr, and do no more huct to them 
that would not hurt one hair of your heads, but ſeek your and all 
mens good, and have a pitty for you, and nave tender bowels of 
compaſſion towards you , and can ſreely forgive you for all the 
ſufferings we have ſuftained by you, though we have little hopes as 
from man, that we ſhall be delivered from your cruel proſecuting 
againſt us, becauſe we (ee and feel your reſolution: and beic known 
unto you we arereſolved, and not in any headineſs, or raſhneſ*, 
nor forwardnels, or ſtubborneſs, nor in any way of concempt , buc 
1n Gods holy fear, and in the weightineſs of our mindes, being ſaid 
and ſettled in truefoberneſt a:1d ſerious confideration,that we may 
not turn our backs upon the cauſe of our God; now becauſe we 
are like to ſutter all manner of ſufferings, if we keep to that princis 
ple-of himſelf which we kiow he hath made known unto us; and 
now if we [hould deny the Lord before men, he might juſtly deny 
us and depart from us; and therefore upon theſe weigl ty confide« 
rationsare we reſolved to ſtand to our principles, and we know 
that our reſolution is grounded upon 8 better foundation then 
yours can be , for God hath reſolved ue, and that with full purpoſe 
of heart to cieave to the cauſe of our God ; but your reſolves are 
out of Gods fear, and from your own wills, but ours are to the 
croſling of our own wills, and your reſolution is from the wifdom 
which is from beneath, which isearchly and ſenſual, but ours is 
from the wiſdom that is from above, which is pure, peaceable, gen= 
cle, and ealte to be intreated, as much might be ſaid in this caſe ; 
and we know that ourGod is ſtronger then allche forceyou can raiſe 
again us; and yourtruſt is in che a:rm of fleſh, and oucward force 
and ſtrength , but ourrruſt js in che living God, and we kacy you 
are in the friendſhip of the worid, which is enmity againſt God. 
O therefore that you would minde chat faying, Lover the world, 
zor the things of the world ;, for he that lors the world the love of the Fae 
ther is not in him; Andſol have in a few linss cleared my confet- 
ence unto you, whecher you will hear or torbear, and we could de- 
fire that you would manifeſt your ſelves (o moderate thac we might 
reaſon a little wich you of a matter of to great concernment , as 
toucheth our well-being both here and for ever hereatcer; but hows 
ever wecan fay, the Lord 1s our Judge , the {ord 1; our Lawegivers 
che Lord is our King, and te vill faveus; 383d t6 him vie arg tree!s 
given up whatever you do unto us,
